There will always be favorites 
in sandwiches that seem to be the 
backbone of the lunch box, but 
faithful as they ‘are, there is also 
need for variety and newness to 
keep the appetites from lagging. 
This ever-present need for change 
may be accomplished in many dif- 
Besides many tasty 
sandwich fillings, there are sever- 
al different types of bread that 
lend themselves well to sand- 
wiches. Another attractive and 
novel sandwich may be prepared 
by spreading two or three slices 
of bread and stacking one upon 
the next, then slice down through 
the stack and a ribbon style sand- 
wich will be produced.

The lunch box should be care- 
fully selected to meet the needs of 
the individual. The best are inex- 
pensive and the care after pur- 
chase is indeed an important item. 
A child may well be taught to pre- 
pare and pack his or her own 
lunch, and at the same time it 
would be well to teach them to 
cleanse the lunch box carefully 
after each time it is used. The 
lunch box should be kept immacu- 
lately clean by a daily washing 
with warm suds, scalding of all its 
parts, and an occasional exposure 
to the sun and air.

Ground Lost in War Be-

Recovered Rapidly. 


The south is rapidly regaining 
its position in the forefront of po- 
litical and literary fields, relin- 
quished by necessity following the 
War Between the States, Dr. Du- 
mas Malone, director of the Har- 
vard University Press, declared 
last night in a speech before the 
nineteenth national council of Phi 
Beta Kappa at Glenn Memorial 
auditorium. 

Dwells on Achievement. 

Speaking on “The South in 
American Achievement,” Dr. Ma- 
lone, formerly of Emory Univer- 
sity, traced the early political and 
literary contributions of southern- 
ers, particularly Virginians. This 
section led the country through its 
‘early stages politically while New 
England turned to things literary 
and to inventions, he said. 

The south lost its leadership 
with the war because they were 
forced to think only of rebuilding 
War wreckage, he continued. But 
today southerners have completed 
the rebuilding process and are 
rapidly regaining leadership in 
national affairs and literature, the 
editor said. 

Dr. Howard W. Odum, director 
of the Institute for Research in 
Social Science, of the University 
of North Carolina, speaking on 
“Research and Reality,” declared

Dr. Emil L. Baer, German con- 
sul general in Chicago, commented 
on the Times’ article: 

“The idea that anyone is at- 
tempting to forma Nazi army in 
America is ridiculous.” 

Dr. Baer said there was no con- 
nection between the Deutscher 
Volksbund and the storm troop- 
ers and that so far as he knew 
the Chicago organization was the 
only one of its kind in the coun- 


Berlin in Dark. 


“T don’t think the German gov- 
ernment even knows of its exist- 
ence,” Dr. Baer said. - 

The Times said it assigned Wil- 
liam Mueller, a reporter; James 
J. Metcalfe, a former federal in- 
vestigator, and his brother, John 
C. Metcalfe, to investigate Nazi 
activities. The Metcalfes are Ger- 
man-born citizens of the United 
States. 

John Metcalfe became an “O. 
D.” in New York while his brother 
joined the Deutscher Volksbund in 
Chicago, the newspaper § said. 
Mueller remained outside and 
maintained contact with the in- 
vestigators. 

“The times investigators found 
the German brand of Fascism 
spreading through the nation,” 
the article said. “Leaders of the 
movement say they will seize 
control of the United States, but 
not until ‘the Communists’ revo- 
lution starts.’ 


“The organization is an inte- 
gral part of the Hitler movement 
in Germany. Leaders are in fre- 
quent communication with Ber- 
lin. Every method of modern 
propagranda is used to win con- 
verts to the cause. 

“Chief tenet of the German- 
American bund is an intense ha- 
tred of Jews and all things Jew- 
ish. Other anti-Semitic organ- 
izations are lining up with the 
bund in what leaders plan will be 
a general Fascist merger.” 

The Times article described 
activities of the groups, their 
drilling, their internal organiza- 
tion, and the extent of their 
growth.

Britain 
and France contended that the is- 
sues, involving the whole Medi- 
terranean basin, were too large 
for the inactive neutrality com- 
mittee and that speed was best 
served in Switzerland, where dip- |} 
lomats are gathered for the 
League of Nations sessions. 


The immense importance that 
Britain attaches to the conference 
at Nyon was evident from the 
character of the British delegation, 
which included such men as Sir 
Robert G. Van Sittart, permanent 
undersecretary for foreign af- 
fairs, and Baron Chatfield, of 
Ditchling, forst sea lord of the ad- 
— and chief of the naval 
staff. 


Despite the absence of Italy, 
Germany and Albania, which is 
under Rome’s financial domina- 
tion and follows lItaly’s diplo- 
matic leadership, it was expected 
that the nine conferees would ask 
their adherence to any decisions. 


Italy’s Position Given. 

Authoritative Fascists in Rome 
declared Italy could not be ex- 
pected to meet with Russia in view 
of the Soviet’s demands that the 
conference indict her as the pirate 
nation. Diplomatic quarters in 
London countered with warnings 
that abstention laid Italy open to 
suspicion at least that she “is in- 
different to Mediterranean policy.” 

Although Britain was determin- 
ed to end the piracy, of which she 
has been a principal victim, her 
delegates were understood to have 
been instructed that no political 
squabbles be permitted to befog 
the issue at Nyon. 

This was emphasized in author- 
itative circles which held that, in 
light of such efforts, Rome’s dif- 
ferences with Moscow were insuf- 
ficient reason to boycott the con- 
ference. 

Berlin sources, however, con- 
curred with Italy, charging Russia 
with responsibility for  scuttling 
7 conference “before it had a 
chance.” 

The situation left the democratic 

powers holding the whip after a 
long period of German and Italian. 
diplomatic victories, with the 
Rome-Berlin axis standing aloof 
and no solution apparent for the 
Italo-Russian impasse. 

Russia, after Italy’s flat rejec- 
tion of the charges in her first 
note, made a second sharp pro- 
test which Rome has not an- 
swered. 

Collaboration “between the poli- 
‘vies of civilized Europe and the ir- 
responsible policies of Soviet Rus- 
sia is impossibl]+,” declared Vir- 
gino Gayda, Italian editor who of-

views. 

“The deliberate, aggressive So- 
viet maneuver,” he declared, has 
proven that “this conference seems 
insufficiently prepared and is 
doomed in advance to failure.”

German Leailer Raps 


World’s Democracies. 


NURNBERG, Germany, Sept. 9. 
(P)—National Socialism‘s annual 
congress heard the democracies of 
the world vigorously berated to- 
day by two of Nazidom’s highest 
spokesmen. 

Dr. Paul Joseph Goebbels, fiery 
minister of propaganc:, in the 
course of a vituperative attack on 
Communism and the Spanish gov- 
ernment, critized the democracies 
and “some leading American po- 
litical personages” who, he said, 
sympathized with the Madrid-Va- 
lencia regime. 

Dr. Otto Dietrich, chief of the 
Nazi regime’s press bureau, scath- 
ingly attacked the freedom of the 
press in western Democratic na- 
tions. 

These two speeches effectively 
disposed of reports that speakers 
before the congress had been or- 
dered not to attack the democratic 
nations in order to spare embar- 
rassment for their representatives 
who are to visit the congress to- 
morrow. ° 

Democracies Attacked.

The world situation of today is enough to

peace. Steadily the factors that lead toward 
war gain dominance and the new alignment of 


a - mations becomes increasingly clear. 


Ever since the start of the civil war in Spain 
that stricken land has held serious potentiality 


» as the cockpit for a general European conflict. 
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That the Spanish warfare has been, to large 
extent, quarantined is chiefly to the credit of 
the two great democratic powers, Britain and 
France. Yet the peril there is-by no means over 
and now assumes new dangers as international 
rivalries center within the waters of the Medi- 
terranean sea. 

In China the forces of Tokyo have ignited a 
powder barrel which flings out sparks that

Despite the seriousness of the Oriental situa- 
tion, however, the chief danger at the moment 
lies in the Mediterranean and its infestation 
by mysterious submarine pirates. Identification 
of those underwater destroyers has not been 
officially made. Russia assumes they are Italian 
but the government of Mussolini bruskly rejects 
the Soviet demand for redress and at least im- 
plies they do not receive their orders from 
Rome, though scorning implicit denial. 

The maritime powers, alarmed by repeated 
attacks upon their peaceful merchant vessels, 
plan means of defense. British and French 
warships are ordered to fire upon and sink the 
lurking pirate vessels if they can locate them. 


| * It is proposed to furnish armed convoys for 


ships passing through the blue waters of the 
inland sea. 

Russia, incensed at the blunt Italian refusal 
to assume responsibility for the submarines, 
loudly threatens an appeal to arms. The train 
is set, the match is lit and the fuse that will 
blast the world into the horrors of war may 
be touched off any day. 

And, as incident after incident makes more 
clear the policies of the rival powers, it becomes 
plain that, if war comes, it will see the total- 
itarian powers, those ruled by dictatorships of 
one form or another, aligned against the de- 
motracies of the world. This means Italy, 


' . Germany and Japan opposing the might of

eas 
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Britain, France and Russia. There is something 
strange in the inclusion of Stalinland in the 
ranks of democracy. Ciashing interests in the 
east with Japan, the break with Italy and age- 
old rivalry and distrust for Germany, however, 
leave no doubt as to which side the armies of 
the Soviet will espouse, if world war comes. 

In this period of lowering international 
clouds the United States walks with precarious 
step along her peaceful way. Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull tells American vessels to pro- 
ceed with utmost care in Mediterranean wa- 

_ters. President Roosevelt warns American citi- 
gens, if they stay in the Chinese danger zone 
after being given full opportunity to leave. they 
do so at their own risk. 

And the American people are appealed to. to 
keep calm and utterly neutral, even in thought, 
both as to existing warfare and daily develop- 
ments which’ seem to lead, more fatefully each 
hour, toward a general conflict. 

If a new world war comes, with horrors un- 
dreamed even in the fearful engagements of 20 
years ago, it will only be by supreme grace and 
almost superhuman restraint that the United 
States will keep out. For there will be sympathy 
for those nations which uphold the same gov- 
ernmental and human ideals which are the 
backbone of America. There will be propaganda 
from selfish interests which see imagined bene- 
fits for themselves through participation of 
this nation in the struggle. 

Every citizen of the United States must walk 
the straight path of individua) neutrality, in 
act and word and thought and heart, if this 
nation is to avoid embroilment in what now 
appears an almost inevitable, world-wide, ap- 
peal to arms.

JAPAN’S ERROR : 

The primary Japanese objective in her ruth- 
less attempt to subdue China is to 7 
customers for the products of the Nipponese 
factories. That Japan is defeating her own 
ends, even though unwittingly, should provide 
an object lesson to other nations tempted to 
seek trade expansion at gun’s point. 

Japan, before her military oligarchy launch- 
ed a policy of force, occupied an enviable posi- 
tion in the world’s markets. The combination 
of western methods of mass production with 
the eastern standards of wages gave Japan an 
advantage in competing for world trade which 
had resulted in making the label “Made in 
Japan’’ familiar wherever goods are sold. 

Now, fired by ambition to drive all com- 
petitors out of the Chinese market, Tokyo is 
finding that any possible advantage that may 
be secured by military force is more than off- 
set by the loss of other markets because of 
world condemnation of her ruthless course. 
Russia alone has delivered a harsh blow to 
Japanese commerce not only by practically 
closing Soviet ports to Japanese goods, but by 
refusing to sell to Japan badly needed iron ore, 
platinum and other raw materials. 

In addition to this the tremendous cost of 
maintaining the big Japanese army and navy, 
the burden of war expenditures, is taking away 
a large part of the economic advantage 
Japanese manufacturers have hitherto enjoyed, 
Rising costs of the necessities of life, coupled 
with inability to meet this by higher wages on 
account of restricted markets, are producing 
widespread labor discontent in the land of the 
Mikado. With loans drying up as a source of 
military finartcing, taxation is more and more 
necessary to meet the mounting costs. Which 
in turn adds not only to the handicaps of labor, 
neo to the problems of the manufacturer as 
well. 

If Japan had listened to her businessmen, a 
better and happier way could have been found 
to win China’s trade. If it was China’s friend- 
ship Japan sought, her leaders of liberal 
thought could have pointed a peaceful road to 
that. goal. 

Japan made her initial error when she fol- 
lowed the councils of her army leaders instead 
of the better advice of her men of peaceful 
industry. 


REMEMBER THE CHILDREN 

Within the next few days hundtfeds of thou- 
sands of Georgia children will be returfiing to 
their classrooms in grammar schools, high 
schools and colleges. To those who can hear 
there is rising from this great company of 
citizens of the future an appeal for greater 
security from the hazards of traffic upon the 
highways and the streets. The children call 
upon the auto drivers of the state to take every 
precaution, no matter how extreme, to save 
them from death under the wheels. 

During the past 15 years there has been, in 
every school in the nation, a determined ef- 
fort to teach safety to the children. Yet, de- 
Spite all this educational work, there is still 
an. occasional fatality in the street opposite 
some school, at the crossing or along the route 
the child must take between home and school. 

Occasionally a youngster, engaged in exu- 
berant play, will chase a ball or fellow play- 
mate out into the danger zone. It is these ex- 
ceptional instances that bring sudden sorrow or 
death and it is against such quick emergencies 
that every autoist must guard and remain con- 
Sstantly alert. 

That the safety teaching in the grammar 
school classrooms has had good effect is shown 
in motor vehicle death statistics for 1922 and 
1936 among children of grammar school age. 
Between the ages of 5 and 14 the ratio of 
motor vehicle deaths per 100,000 population has 
dropped, in 15 years, from 14.1 to 13.2. 

Among those of high school and college age 
the record is not good. Deaths have almost 
trebled in the same period. This, of course, 
may largely be attributed to incréased use of 
automobiles by the young people themselves. 
In 1922 motor vehicle deaths in the age group 
of 15 to 24 totaled 10.9 per 100,000 population, 
while in 1936 the ratio was 31.8. Those figures 
constitute a challenge not only to the high 
school and college authorities, but to the 
students themselves.

The greatest nonsense is talked 
about the unimportance of our 
foreign trade. It is said that it con- 
stitutes only 10 per cent.of the 
total commerce of the United 
States. The implication is that we 
could forfeit it, with no great loss. 
The facts are that certain basic 
commodities, employing millions of 
people, work primarily for export, 
and that these commodities are 
concentrated in regions, where a 
collapse of the world market 
would mean the ruin of whole sec- 
tions. Cotton is the outstanding 
example. A further radical shrink- 
age of the world market for cotton 
will mean subsidies and more sub- 
sidies; production control; radical 
changes in the economy of the 
south, which are’ bound to bring 
it into sudden competition with 
other sections—with the middle 
west, in agriculture, or the north, 
in industry; changes which are 
unthinkable without either chaos 
or an immense amount of govern- 
ment control and interference.

Industries, also employing mil- 
lions of people, depend upon ex- 
port markets. One needs only men- 
tion oil, copper, automobiles, busi- 
ness office appliances, sewing ma- 
chines, electrical and agricultural 
machinery. And important subsi- 
diary industries, in turn, depend 
upon these primary industries.

This 
administration is doing everything 
it can to extend American foreign 
trade. But what good is a trade 
treaty if tomorrow it may be sus- 
pended by war? |

More than 1,000 teachers and 
school employes would be affected 
by the restoration, in addition to 
the automatic increases and incre- 
ments which begin with payment 
of the September salaries. 

The school department has on 
hand approximately $55,000 which 
has not been appropriated and is 
available for the restoration to ba- 
sic pay. School officials declared 
they expect to receive about the 
same amount from the state as the 
city’s part of the state-guaranteed 
seven-month term fund.

Counter- Attack Staged. 

At Lotien, on the western flank 
of the Japanes front, a fierce Chi- 
nese counter-offsensive failed to 
dislodge the Japanese from their 
positions. Japanese efforts to link 
Lotien with Paoshan, to the east 
banks of the Yangtze just above 
its junction with the Whangpoo, 
were admittedly unsuccessful, 
however. The Chinese were still 
holding Yeuhpu, midway between 
the two towns. 

A Chinese army spokesman said 
today that one lone battalion of 
the 98th division, Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek’s own, had held 
Paoshan against repeated Japanese 
attacks for a week, . 

Yesterday they were wiped out 
to the last man when Japanese en- 
gineers blew in the walls of the 
ancient town, burying part of the 
unit known as “China’s lost bat- 
talion.” 

A single survivor of the week of 
death reached the Chinese field 
headquarters today with a tale of 
magnificent heroism of the 800 
members of the battalion.

the rear. : 

Scores of Chinese civilians were 
killed or wounded when Japanese 
warplanes raided the Nantao and 
Lunghua districts, south of the In- 
ternational Settlement. Nantao is 
the ancient Chinese city and both 
sections are thickly populated 
civilian areas. 


A Japanese spokesman described 
the bombings as “routine” opera- 
tions. 


He warned that if Chinese artil- 
lery continued to use Pootung, 
across the Whangpoo from the In- 
ternational Settlement, as a base 
the Japanese may be forced to 
land troops there. He emphasized 
that the Japanese activities here- 
tofore had been confined to bom- 
bardment of the outlying areas in 
Pootung, thus avoiding large for- 
eign property interests along the 
riverfront. 

Such would no longer be the 
case, he intimated, ifthe Japanese 
were forced to land troops and at- 
tempt to drive out the Chinese 


batteries in hand-to-hand -fight-! 


ing. 

There was a brisk engagement 
at Kiangwan last night when a 
small detachment of Japanese 
fought its way to the ruins of the 
million-dollar municipal center. 
Chinese said the isolated unit was 
decimated during the night. It. had 
been feared the Japanese might 
attempt to erect markers on the 
Chinese government buildings to 
aid the aim of the gunners-aboard 
the warships in the Whangpoo. 

On the Far-Northern front 
around Peiping the Japanese ad- 
vance was reported to have been 
held up and their right flank driv- 
en in some five miles by an am- 
buscade that cost the lives of 4,000 
Japanese. 

Japanese advices from Kalgan, 
capital of Chahar province, report- 
ed that the Japanese army, mov- 
ing forward under a terrific ar- 
tillery barrage, had advanced far- 
ther into Shansi povince along the 
Peiping-Suiyuan railroad. 


Sharp Fighting Waged. 

Strategic Chinese positions south 
of Yangkao were said to have been 
occupied last night and the Japa- 
nese were continuing the advance, 
driving the Chinese before them 
with severe losses. 

Yangkao is only 35 miles from 
Tatung, concentration center of the 
northwestern Chinese armies, as- 
sembling from Suiyuan province 
and from the south. It is an im- 
portant railroad center and is ex- 
pected to be the scene of stiff Chi- 
nese resistance. 

Hundreds of Chinese students 
have been forced out of univer- 
sities in the war zones, and to ac- 
commodaate these the trustees of 
the British Boxer indemnity fund 
appropriated $150,000 to establish

United States citizens in near- 
ly all the principal seaports of 
China today are urged Friday to 
evacuate in the face of increasing 
perils from Japan’s air and naval 
attacks along all China’s 2,150- 
mile coast line. 

Ambassador Nelson T. Johnson 
at Nanking ordered the Ameri- 
can consulate at Swatow, in 
Kwangtung province, closed and 
all Americans there evacuated. 
Previously Johnson had author- 
ized closing of the American con- 
sulate at Amoy and Faqochow, for- 
merly thriving ports of Fukien 
province. 

Several hundred Americans at 
Tsingtao, chief seaport of Shan- 
tung. province, were urged to get 
out as soon as possible. United 
States officials indicated they 
feared that Tsingtao soon would 
be a field of hostilities. The Jap- 
anese army and navy, it was be- 
lieved, would attempt a landing 
there for an expedition to strike 
at Tsinanfu, the provincial capi- 


Capture of Tsinanfu would cut 
the Tientsin-Pukow railway, main 
line of communications between 
Nanking and North China. 


American lives were gravely en- 
dangered Thursday at Shanghai, 
Amoy and Swatow. Japanese war- 
planes and warships subjected 
Amoy to a terrific two-hour bom- 
bardment, causing American resi- 
dents to seek shelter in dugouts. 
The American naval vessel Ashe- 
ville was caught in the bombard- 
ment; several air bombs fell close 
to her and her crew took. shelter 
below decks to avoid a hail of 
shrapnel. 

_ Oil Plant Menaced. 

Army and police headquarters, 
an army air field and an old fort 
near the compound of the Ameri- 
can Standard-Vacuum Oil Com- 
pany were the principal targets of 
the bombardment. Two bombs fell 
near the oil plant, where several 
American employes were sticking 
to. their posts, but none was in- 
jured, Sy 

A punishing raid by Japanese 
planes made Swatow, northeast of 
Hongkong, unsafe for American 
and British residents. At Hong- 
kong the British destroyer Thra- 
cian had. steam up preparatory to 
a run to Swatow, where the Brit- 
ish consul reported the Japanese 
attacks had created a dangerous 
situation. 

Fighting continued furiously on 
the V-shaped front north of 
Shanghai, along the banks of the 
Whangpoo and Yangtze. rivers. 
Great fires were burning early to- 
day in the Yangtzepoo district, 
easternmost section of the Inter- 
national Settlement, after a night 
raid by a lone Chinese bombing 
plane. 

Warships Are Targets. 

The pilot apparently was trying 
to hit Japanese warships scattered 
thickly along the Whangpoo at 
this point, but. his bombs fell in 
the thickly built industrial section 
on the river’s' left bank. One of 
the fires was blazing in the huge 
yards of the China Import & Ex- 
port Lumber Company, largest in 
China, formerly American-owned 
but now controlled by British 
capital. 

Three one-pounder shells plung- 
ed into the heart of the Interna- 
tional Settlement, seriously wound- 
ing three Chinese ‘civilians and a 
British Sikh policeman in front 
of the American consulate general. 
The shells apparently came from 
Chinese batteries north of the Set- 
tlement. Guns there were firing 
— a low-ilying Japanese bombing 


plane. 

Shortly before that 100 Ameri- 
can marines, brought to Shang- 
hai from Tsingtao on Admiral 
Harry E. Yarnell’s yacht Isabel, 
landed and took. their place in the 
four-mile line held by the ma- 
rines along the northern edge of 
the settlement. This  reinforce- 
ment swelled the marine strength 
in Shanghai to 1,300. 

Chinese soldiers held stubbornly 
to. their lines on the fronts north 
of Shanghai in spite of fierce 
bombardments by airplanes, war- 
ships and artillery. The main Jap- 
anese attack was launched at Ki- 
angwan, six miles north of Shang- 
hai and the “back door” to this 
city, but even the Japanese ad- 
mitted they had made no progress. 

American observers in the Woo- 
sung area, at the confluence of the 
Whangpoo and Yangtze rivers, 
confirmed reports that the Chinese 
still held their principal lines in 
the face of repeated Japanese at- 
tacks. At Lotien, near the west- 


Chinese assumed the offensive, but 
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hills and down to Peiping-Hankow 
railway to Lianghsiang, 30 miles 
southwest of Peiping, where a Jap- 
anese column is confronted by a 
much larger Chinese force. 


Japanese Claim Gains. 

The Japanese claimed minor ad-} 
vances on the front south of Tient- 
sin, where Macharng, the Chinese 
stronghold, has been under attack 


for several days. 


A steady stream of Japanese 
wounded flcwing through Peiping 
testified to the bitterness of the 
fighting on the North China fronts. 
Japanese casualties were said to 
have run into the thousands. A 
trainload of wounded was evac- 
uated to Tangku, port of Tientsin, 
to taken back to Japan. 


The ambushing? of the 4,000 
Japanese was said to have occur- 
red near Mentoukuo, 25 miles west 
ot Peiping. Chinese, simulating a 
retreat, drew the Japanese into a 
maze of hills, where the Chinese 
had carefully prepared and con- 
cealed positions. Machine gun 
blasts from the hill tops were said 
to have wiped ont the Japanese 
column. 


On the front southwest of Peip- 
ing a high Japanese army inspec- 
tor and four attendants were re- 
ported killed in an ambush. 


Fears of American authorities 
that Tsingtao soon would see 
fighting were based largely on the 
complete withdrawal of the Japa- 
nese from that port and Shantung 
province generally. Twenty-five 
thousand Japanese civilians have 
been taken home, all Japanese 
ships have left the harbor and the 
Japanese flag has been lowered 
from breweries, textile mills and 
other factories, representing an in- 
vestment of. $45,000,000. 


All this, it was believed, was | 


only preparation for an expedi- 
tion to strike inland at Tsinanfu, 
which would cut direct communi- 
cations between Nanking and the 
Chinese armies now opposing the 
Japanese scuth of Tientsin. 
Several destroyers of the Unit- 
ed States Asiatic fleet were pre- 
paring to leave their summer base 


at Chefoo, also in Shantung, where [ 


hundreds of navy wives and chil- 
dren were anxiously awaiting 
transportation.
